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GOOD THINGS FOR EVERY DAY 
T 
HIS is the time of year when a 
“bolled ditvner" is appreciated. 
Of-course it is odorous, but it is 
worth it. 
A few minutes with open 
windows and doors will curry away 
all trace of the cooked vegetables. 
It Is a good plan to keep tile kitchen 
door closed and ti window lowered 
from the top while the cooking is 
going on. 
Cabbage, rutabagas, car­ 
rots, potatoes are the 
vegetables 
usually cooked together.
